These charges brought from

$5 TO $11 A TON IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, July 24. — The price of 


coal in large quantities In Chicago has 
Jumped from $6.15' a t'on to $11.65 
and 113 since the' miners went on 
strike, while in Email 'quantities the 
cost has increased' ?3.25 and $6 a 
ton to $15.25 to $18, according 
to 


figures given out today by a large in- 
dustrial concern which ranks among 
the largest users of coal In the middle- 
wert. The concern made public the 
following prices it has paid for coal: 
May 8, West Kentucky lump grade 
mine run and screenings delivered in 
Chicago at $5.15 a ton plus freight; 
May 12, the price was $5.75, June 8 
it was 56.15; July C, $7.15; July 18, 
$9.16, and July 22, $11.Co to $13. 


These figures are for quantity lots. 


It was estimated by the concern that 
there now are only 40,000 tons of 
anthracite coal in Chicago.

distribution of coal and for restriction of unfair prices was an- 
nounced tonight by Secretary Hoover after a series of conferences 
during the day with representatives of producing; operators, the rail- 
roads, the Interstate Commerce Commmi.ssion and other departmeuf'S 
of the government. 


The plan, which was described by Attorney General Daugherty 


Jn an opinion as "entirely le^al," is to be discussed further tomorrow" 
by the conferees and the agreement of the operators present is de- 
pendent on the approval of their various associations. 


Under the proposed plan, President Harding would appoint a 


committee which would have general supervision of the measures 
to be adopted for emergency fuel control designed to safeguard 
the public from an impending coal famine. Application of the laws 
governing interstate commerce, through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, would enable the allocation of freight cars to be gov- 
erned by the maintenance of fair prices for coal among the 
tors.. The tentative plan follows: 


Text of Tentative Plan. 


"A committee in Washington, to be 


appointed by the President, of rep- 
resentatives of the

FOREST FIRES CHIEF MENAGE 


North Carolina Forest Service Recom- 


mends Strengthening of Foreit Fir* 
Laws to Include Protective Measures 
by Railroads and Lumbermen and 
Largely 
Increated 
Appropriation* 


for Fire Prevention and State Policy 
for Acquiring Forett* and Park*. 


A national program of reforestation,' 


to be pushed by the government, en- 
gineering societies, universities, rail- 
roads, 
farmers' 
organizations, boy 


scouts and moving picture interests la 
being planned by the American En- 
gineering Council of the Federated En- 
gineering societies, the council an- 
nounced at New York. 


A forestry committee of the council, 


headed by Charles H. MacDowell of 
Chicago, is in active charge of the 
movement, under direction of the pres- 
ident of the council. Dean Mortimer E. 
Cooiey of the engineering department, 
University of Michigan. 


The committee already has received 


reports from most states regarding ex- 
isting forest conditions, with recom- 
mendations for meeting the problems 
of forest protection and extension in 
those states. 
Many of these reports, 


it is said, regard this a critical period 
in the development of a national pol- 
icy of reforestation. 


Tells Romance of Forest. 


The United States forest service and 


tbe engineering council have taken 
steps to Inform the public regarding 
the utility of forests. 
The forest 


service has prepared a scenario depict- 
ing the romance of the forest, as a me- 
dium for giving this information. That 
part of tbe plans affecting the mov- 
ing picture industry will be laid be- 
fore Will H. Hays, It was explained. 


Among the reports of forest condi- 


tions in various states were those 
showing that in Maine, Massachusetts 
and many other states the chief prob- 
lem was that of forest fires. 


The North Caroliaa forest service 


recommended the strengthening of for- 
est fire laws to include protective 
measures by 'railroads, lumbermen, 
etc., largely increased appropriations 
for fire protection; state policy for 
acquiring forests and park*, for sup- 
plying nursery trees and for educa- 
tion and publicity in forestry; In- 
creased federal appropriation for co- 
operation 
with states, purchase of 


lands for national forests and for in- 
vestigations of forest and wood using 
problems. 


New York, Michigan and several 


other states recommended reforesta- 
tion by planting of proper trees. Many 
states had problems of excessive graz- 
ing, and urged protection for small 
trees. 


Urged Protection of Trees. 


Tho American Engineering coun- 


cil's committee Is obtaining exact data 
on the extent of the national forest 
land.

Washington.—"Only 30 per cent of 


the wood in a forest now gets into the 
form of seasoned, unplaned lumber. 
Of this an additional 10 to 20 per cent 
Is lost in the process of manufacture. 
In extreme cases as little as three per 
cent of the wood in the forest may 
reach the finished product." 


This statement is made In a booklet 


just issued by the Department of Ag- 
riculture, 
entitled 
Forest 
1'roducts 


Laboratory, describing the work and 
aims of the experimental laboratory 
maintained by the forest service. In 
co-operation with the University of 
Wisconsin, at Madison, Wis. 


The* booklet outlines how, through 


Investigation 
nnd 
experiment, 
the 


laboratory is devising and broadcast- 
Ing practical commercial methods by 
which this enormous waste o£ the 
country's timber supply can be re- 
duced. 
By reducing this waste. It Is 


pointed out, the life of our present for- 
ests will be prolonged and the prob- 
lem of growing new forests made 
simpler, because by preventing the 
waste of timber less timber will have 
to be grown. 


Among the various methods studied 


at the laboratory for decreasing waste 
of forest products Is the treatment of 
woods with preservatives resisting de- 
cay. 
Through such treatment an an- 


nual saving of one and one-half billion 
board feet is estimated to be possible 
In the case of railroad ties alone, and 
the preservation of other classes of 
timber would, in the aggregate, greatly 
relieve the drain on our forests. 


The forest products laboratory Is a 


government institution; Its advice and 
suggestions are to be had for the ask- 
ing. 
It presents, according to the 


booklet, an opportunity for many man- 
ufacturers, wood users, and timber 
growers to supplement the Information

AVnys of Sufo Disposal.

proper disposal of sewage have led 
the state agricultural college nt Ithaca 
to publish n new bulletin which ex- 
plains the flnngers ot old fashioned 
methods of disposing of kitchen and 
human -wastes, explains the operation 
of aoptlc tanks, and tells ho\v they 
may bo constructed with home labor.

_ Princeton. — Where would your homo 
he if you had lived 5,000 years asb? 
The search by ethnologists and other 
scientists to find just where the first 
white peoples lived, before splitting 
up into what are modern nations, Is 
described by Prof. Earold H. Render 
of Princeton university, who declares 
that our ancestors of the cave man. 
period lived In what Is modern Lithu- 
ania. 


As a student of languages and pro- 


fessor of Indo-Germanlc philology at 
Princeton Professor Bender's investi- 
gations have led him back to the or- 
igin of all white races, before the dawn 
of history. His conclusions, together 
with a description of the methods by 
whirh he Aime to them, are embodied 
In "The Aryan Question, Did the Lan- 
guages of Europe Come From Asia?" 
a lecture published by Princeton. 


The Indo-European race, which flour- 


ished almost 5,000 years ago, is the 
founder of all the present peoples of 
Europe, save the Hungarians, Greeks, 
Romans, Ar.glo-Saxons and other Ger- 
mans, Celts, all these people are de- 
scendants of the one-time race, which 
Professor Bender believes lived In that 
section of Europe between the Baltic 
oiid Black seas, or modern Poland and 
Lithuania. 


Comparison of Languages. 


Living before recorded history, in 


what is often referred to as rave man 
times, this ancient people from whom 
are descended all of the modern Eur- 
opean races left us little with which 
we might learn of their culture and 
daily life. AH that we have is a meth- 
od of comparative language study by 
which we find their own language, and 
hence much about their civilization. 


Philologists have discovered that Hie 


languages of a quarter of n billion peo- 
ple In Asia and most of the Inhabi- 
tants of Europe, North and South 
America and other regions of the 
earth colonized by Europeans are fun- 
damentally alike. That Is, Latin, Ger- 
man. 
Russian and Greek are at the 


bottom of same, having all descended 
from the snroe parent language. Pro- 
fessor Bender says : "Language Is the 
best evidence of -community, of life 
nnd culture, and we can at least as- 
sume that fit srme time and In some 
more or less definite territory there 
dwelt a people, or group of peoples 
racially pure or racially mixed, who 
lived to n large extent a common life, 
an<J who spoke a tongue which was 
the common ancestor of the ianguasres 
now spoken by tho majority of the 
civilized peoples of the earth.

Remains of Stone Age Bears In Cav:. 


Relics of over COO cave bears of the 


last Interglacial period 
have been 


found in the" Drachenloch dragon's 
cavern about 4,400 feet above sea 
level, near Vattis, in the Tamina val- 
ley, canton of "St. Gall. 
The Drach- 


enloch forms an important cavern fn 
the 
mountains called 
DraciieUii-ipf. 


Its Interior is subdivided by small 
stone walls about two feet high, be- 
hind which skulls an,d long bones 
have been found carefully stored up. 
A bear's skill! artificially pierced by 
a thigh-bone was preserved la a stone 
chest near a flrepit, apparently as a 
trophy. 
In the ashes of several fire- 


places there were bones belonging to 
th» feet of these animals. Skinning 
knives roughly made of shinbone and' 
other instruments of Palaeolithic man 
were lying about. 
It is leraarkable 


that all the bones are those of young 
animals.
